Notwithstanding  the  numerous  calls  made  ujion  the 
Briti.'h  Colonies  of  late  .years  to  take  part  in  the 
various  International  Exhibitions,  the  amount  of /.eal 
and  eiurg.v  that  have  been  shown  in  their  response  on 
this  occasion  lias  not  been  previously  equalled  and  is 
highly' -gratifying  to  notice. 

Inliuential  local  Commissions  were  apjiointed  by 
the  representatives  of  Her  Majesty  in  the  several 
Colonies,  the  m.eessaiy*  funds  were  liberall.y  voted  by 
the  resjicetive  Legislatures,  ai  d administrative  and 
executive  Commissioners  ajipointed  to  select  and 
arrange  contrihutions  that  should  bo  worthy'  of  the 
occasion,  and  to  cany  out  their  other  resjionsiblo 
duties 

The  success  of  the  general  and  inrlividual  efforts 
thu.s  made  is  shown  in  the  satisfactoiy  results  of  the 
collective  exhibits  arranged  h.v  the  Colonies. 

The  aggregate  expenditure  of  the  Colonial  Com- 
missions that  has  been  jirovided  forty  the  sums  voted 
by  the  various  I-egislatures  and  Crown  Colonies  is 
estimated  at  80,0(K»/.  The  demands  made  for  .-])ace 
on  the  part  of  the  Colonies,  especiall.3’  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  Australia,  were  so  huge  that  great 
diflicuitj’’  was  found  in  ])rovuling  for  them,  and  ulti- 
matel.y  a jiart  of  the  grand  ve.-t  bale  in  addition  to  the 
dome,  which  was  the  jiost  of  honour  allotted  to  the 
Indian  Ernjiire,  was  ceded  to  some  of  the  smaller 
Colonies. 

The  Mirangements  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
which  included  all  Her  Majest.y’s  po.-sessions  on  the 
.\meiiean  Continent,  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  Ihomas 
Keefer,  C.  E.,  C.  M.  G.,  on  a scale  f.ir  suri>assing 
any  juevious  representation  of  British  America. 

The  cases  and  iittings  of  native  woods  were  mo.st 
effective  and  striking,  a.s  were  the  enormous  sections 
of  Douglas  pines  sent  from  British  Columbia.  The 
woods  and  minerals,  the  produets  of  the  fisheries,  of 
agriculture,  and  of  manufacturing  industry,  so  suc- 
cessfull.y  arranged  bj'  Mr  Behvyn,  Director  of  the 
Geological  Survey',  were  of  a veiy  important  character, 
and  received  high  awards  from  tlie  Juries  The  Edu- 
cational Department,  under  the  skillful  superinten- 
dence of  Dr.  Ma.y  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Archambault,  was 
particularly  well  represented  and  gained  two  diplomas 
of  honour  and  six  gold  medals,  and  the  Ministers  of 
Public  Works  and  of  Agriculture  were  also  honoured 
with  diplomas  and  gold  medals. 

The  African  Colonies  were  represented  hj'  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Spencer 
Todd,  C M.  G.,  and  by  Lagos,  under  Mr.  Arthur  H, 
Porter.  The  unsettled  position  of  affairs  in  the  Colony 
operated  unfavourably  upon  the  South  Afriean  exhi- 
bition, and  prevented  the  Colonial  Government  from 
devoting  to  it  so  large  a parliamentary  grant  as  would 
have  been  neeessary  to  secure  a really  perfect  display 
of  the  resources  of  this  Colony  and  of  the  great  pro- 
gress it  has  made  since  the  date  of  the  last  Paris  Ex- 
hibition. Samples  of  almost  every  South  African 
product  were,  however,  shown.  Three  exhibitors  of 
wines  gained  gold  medals.  Wool,  mohair.  Angora 
hair,  hides,  and  leather  were  represented  by  small  but 
well-chosen  specimens,  and  the  only  undressed  ostrich 
feathers  to  be  found  in  the  Exhibition  were  in  the 
court  of  the  Cape  Colonj-,  illustrating  an  industry 
which  has  developed  in  a most  remarkable  manner  of 
recent  years.  Carefully  selected  specimens  of  the 
diamonds  found  in  the  mines  of  Griquaiaml  West 
were  also  exhibited,  and  the  mineral  wealth  of  South 
Africa  was  well  represented  Rv  a beautiful  nugget  of 
Transvaal  gold,  h.y  coal  from  Queen.-tow  '.,  copper  ore 
from  Namaqualand.  manganese  ore  from  Wellington, 
and  cobalt  ore  from  the  Transvaal 

The  Educational  Class  was  al-o  well  tilled  with 
inajis,  drawings,  sjieeimons  of  jirii.ting  a.id  bookbind- 
ing, and  intere.-ting  ethnologieal  studies. 

Perha]is  one  of  tlie  most  striking  exhibits  from  the 
Colonies  was  the  reiuesentation  nuele  h.y  Her 
Jlajesty’s  dependencies  at  the  Anti)iode'..  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  iuive  lulvanci'd  with  great  ■'trido.s 
.since  the  la.^t  Exhibition  in  Paris  'riu  'e  Province.s 
of  the  Empire,  with  a populat  ion  of  '.-r  two  and  a 
half  millions,  have  an  external  commeice  excetaling 
ninety  millions  a .year,  the  greater  part  of  which  is 
with  Great  Britain  tind  her  d 'pendencies.  It  is  not,

Universal  Exhibition  of  1878. 


New  South  M ales,  the  oldest  Australian  ' Colony, 
exhibited  the  magnitude  of  her  natural  resources  in 
her  splendid  display'  of  wool  for  which  .=hc  gained  a 
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grand  in  ix;  in  linr  di-  play  of  coal,  with  which  she 
supidios  the  counfrio(!  of  the  I’acilic;  for  luir  scicnitilic 
disjilay  of  iniueraU)gical  and  natural  history  collec- 
tions by  Professor  Liverscvlgej  and  foi’  the  (‘xcolhnico 
of  her  varied  branches  of  manufactures.  'Phe  Hon. 
Edward  Combos,  M.  1*  , C.  .U  (}  , lati!  .Minister  for 
Public  Works,  the  Executive  Commissioner  for  New 
South  Wales,  remained  in  continuous  care  of  the 
exhibits  of  this  important  Colony  during  the  whole 
pei  iod  of  the  Exhibition. 

I’lie  energy  aiui  industry  of  the  Colonists  of  Victoria 
is  remarkably  shown  by  the  gi'eat  numluir  and  varied 
character  of  her  exhibits.  Jteprosentations  of  the 
enormous  wealth  attained  through  liergold  discover'tis 
are  only  evidenciis  of  the  futui’c  riches  which  \\dll 
accrue  to  her  tVom  the  encouragement  of  her  industrial 
resources,  ^\'ools,  woollen  fabiics,  silk,  wines,  car- 
riag(^s,  j)res(Mved  meats  and  provisions,  and  almo-t 
every  branch  of  industry  was  liere  rei)resented.  The 
Hon.  .1.  J Casey,  M.  P'. , C.  M.  (}.,  President  of  the 
Victoria  Commi.ssion,  superintended  the  arrangement 
of  the  collections  sent  fiom  his  Colony  until  his  return 
to  V^ieloria.  after  which  his  dutie.s  were  iieid'ormed  by 
Ml',  (r  Collins  Levey,  C.  M.  G.,  the  Secretarj’’  to  the 
Commis^ion. 

The  great  naturid  resources  of  South  Aie^tralia  are 
.shown  by  her  exhibits  of  wheal,  wool,  gold,  copper, 
wine,  and  oil.  South  Australia  as  on  some  former 
occa-ioiis,  received  the  highest  award  fjr  her  magnili- 
cent  collection  of  wheat  and  a gold  medal  for  flour. 
The  granary  of  Australia,  she  also  furnishes  to  the 
mothei'couiitry  some  of  the  linest  description  of  grain. 
For  her  merino  wool,  amongst  other  jiri/.es,  a gold 
medal  wa.s  awarded.  The  exhibits  of  gold  and  of 
native  and  manufactured  copiier  attracted  considerable 
attention  and  received  suitable  awards,  .vhilst  the 
wines  and  oil  hown  give  promise  of  a rich  reward  to 
capitalists  and  labour.  Mr.  .Josiali  Jloolhby.  C.  M.  G., 
Under  Secretary  to  the  Government  of  South  Austra- 
lia, ably  repre.-ented  the  Coloii3'  throughout. 

Queeii.sland  has  .=  hown  the  variety  and  magnitude 
of  her  re.sources  in  a display  of  wool,  sugar,  minerals, 
pearl  shell,  and  other  articles  of  indigenous  produce, 
which  secured  a large  number  of  awards. 

Queoiislaiul  Vas  represented  by  Mr.  A.  Macalister, 
C IM  G , Chairman  of  the  Commi-^sion,  the  Agent 
General  in  London,  and  by  Mr.  A.  Hodgson,  C.M  G. 

"Western  Australia  exhibited  a small  collection  of 
general  products,  but  was  exceedingly  important  in 
its  splendid  exhibit  of  Jarrah-Jarrah  and  other  forest 
timber  not  surpassed  for  its  imperishable  qualities  and 
which  is  obtainable  in  great  abundance.  The  exhibits 
of  this  Colony  were  placed  under  the  charge  of  the 
Sccretar3'-  of  the  Royal  Commission. 

New  Zealand,  represented  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Russell, 
sent  only  a small  collection. 

The  International  Juries  have  placed  on  record  the 
merits  of  the  above  mentioned  Colonial  Exhibitions 
by  the  number  and  importance  of  the  medals  and 
honorary  awards  voted,  which  far  exceed  those  grant- 
ed at  an,y  previous  exhibition. 

The  .youngest  of  our  British  possessions,  the  Fiji 
Islands,  was  awarded  several  gold  medals  for  the 
quality  of  its  cotton 

Of  the  Eastern  Colonies,  Ceylon  s(mt  the  finest  col- 
lection of  jjroduce,  native  manufaetur(;-!,  and  jewellery 
over  \'ct  I'xhibilcfl.  These  wcu'e  arranged  bj"  Eir 
Charles  P La.yard,  K.  C IM.  G. 

d'hc  Straits  Setth;ments,  for  the  fir.-t  time  since  their 
establishment  as  a separate  Colonial  (iovernnunit, 
made  an  inl(!rc.-ting  reijrescntative  collection.  Mau- 
ritius with  its  dependencies  the  Sc^'chelles  Island-, 
re)>re~cntcd  b.y  .Mr.  Gustave  Adtim,  iUr  AlplK)n.se 
Lucas  and  ,M  r.  Edwarrl  Elias,  obtained  re!ativid,y  the 
highe-t  award-  in  general,  and  (r-])ecially  foi-  the 
artichi  upon  which  the  indu.-tr.y  of  their  population  is 
concentrati'il,  and  the  onl}'  grand  prize  awardi'd  to 
sugar  caiK's  was  won  bj'  ^Mauritius  in  addition  to  tiv(^ 
gold  medal-  for  the  same  produce  and  a gold  medal 
for  vaiulla. 

d’he  only  West  India  Colonies  which  took  part  in 
the  Exhibition  were  .Jamaica,  Briti-h  Guiana,  and 
Ti'inid.id.  'I'lu!  ])rincij'al  jiroducts  shown  were  sugar, 
I'um,  colf'e  and  ^jiecimen.-;  of  woods.  Each  of  tluee 
Coloiiie  gained  a con-iderable  iramber  of  medals  in- 
dicating a fair  av(;ragc  of  excellence. 

Biiti-h  Guiana  was  i'ei)i'0sent(!d  l)y  Mr.  "William 
Walker,  and  J'rinidiid  b^'  J)r.  J.  Court.  These  ex- 
hibit- from  W'estern  .Vusti'alia,  .lamaica,  the  Straits 
Setth'ineiits,  and  S(!3’  .lellcs,  with  Bi'iti-h  Guiana, 
d’rinid ad,  and  Lagos,  '(Verc  i)laced  under  the  charge  of 
Sir  I’hilip  Cunlill'e  Owen,  a^  Secretary  of  the  Royal 
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Commission.  He  has  been  maiidy  assisted  by  Capt. 
Harris,  lio3ml  Engineers,  whoso  valuable  and  ellicient 
s(;rviccs  to  the  Colonies  generally  Sir  Bhitiphas  never 
failed  to  bring  specially  under  iny  notice,  whilst  for 
the  technical  arrangcanents  and  immediate  .sui>erin- 
t(aulencc  ot  the  colh.'ction  fr(,>m  Ihesf^  above-mentifamd 
Colonies,  Mr.  P.  |j.  Simmonds  was  well  qualified,  by 
his  otlicial  services  at  i/riivious  Exhibitions  and  bis 
thorough  knowledge  of  Colonial  products,  to  bring 
these  collections  prominently  before  thc!  Intei'iialional 
J uri(!s. 

Nearly  all  the  Coloni(vs  ))ublished  and  circulated 
valuable  desciiptive  Catalogues,  which  affordial  most 
u efnl  information  to  visitors,  and  the-e  were  freely 
di-tr.huted  with  many  other  Colonial  iniblications  of 
scientilic  or  popuhir  character. 

Considering  that  the  numbei' of  exhibitors  wa-  more 
limiti'd  the  Colonies  lia\e  cairicd  awa3^  a largt.'r  pro- 
per ion  of  medals  than  the  mollutr  countr3'. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  ])rosence  in  Baris  of  a 
number  of  gentlemen  qualified  by  their  lun  -on.al  ex- 
peiience  to  judge  Colonial  pi'oduce,  J secured  the 
services  ot  the  tollowing  Colonial  Commissioners 
uj)on  the  international  .Juries  : —

These  gentlemen  at  the  same  time  gave  valuable 
assistance  to  the  Juries  of  their  respective  classes, 
were  watchful  for  the  interests  of  the  several  Colonies 
that  they  represented,  and  no  less  careful  for  the 
interests  of  the  exhibitors  from  the  mother  counti'3’'. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  bring  under  3’our  notice 
the  copy  of  an  address  from  the  Executive  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Colonies  which  I had  the  pleasure  of 
receiving  at  the  British  Embassy  during  my  last  stay 
in  Paris  In  the  copy  of  my  rel.y  3'ou  will  observe 
that  I have  expressed  my  satisfaction  at  the  proposed 
formation  of  a Colonial  Museum,  and  my  readiness 
to  co-operate  in  any  scheme  which  may  have  reciiived 
the  mature  consideration  of  the  respective  Colonies.
